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Communists. The members of the Mission lunched with the Syrian 
delegation and with Soviet Minister Daniel Solod on 21 March, 
after which they accompanied the Syrians back to Damascus. 

So It is reported that the Soviet Legation in Damascus has been 
■ interesting itself in the Trans-Jordanian Reform Movement which 
has its headquarters in Damascus. The Syrian Communist Party has 
been instructed to establish contact with these Trans-Jordanian^ 
and has already reported progress. Daniel Solod has promised 
financial help to those Trans-Jordanians in Damascus who agree 
to work for "the complete liberation of Trans- Jordan." Trans- 
Jordanians have not yet been notified of this offer. They have, 
however accepted another Soviet offer, which was to print handbills 
to be smuggled into Trans- Jordan. Two such handbills were 
supposedly snuggled into the country in early April by camel drivers. 

It seems highly possible that the Trans- 
Jordanian Reform Movement referred to above is the same 
as the Trans-Jordan Republic Movement mentioned in a report 
earlier this year. The latter organization also has its 
headquarters in Damascus and was planning to request 
Soviet intervention in Trans-Jordanian affairs. Its 
Directing Committee is reportedly composed of Dr. Subhi 
Abu Ghanimah, Chairman} Nabih Rashidat, Secretary}
